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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-2, 7-14, 61-64 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art references of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 6,910,191 to Segerberg et al, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,621,509 to Eiref et al. and U.S. Patent No. 6,662,177 to Martino et al, and the new 
prior art reference made of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 5,485,197 to Hoarty, taken singly or in 
combination, fail to teach or suggest a method (Claim 1), a media system (Claim 61) and a 
computer-readable medium storing computer executable instructions to cause a media system 
(Claim 62) to display a three-dimensional image that consists essentially of two display 
surfaces, one displaying EPG information for a plurality of television channels, the other PVR 
information for a plurality of video files; the three-dimensional image having a single axis of 
rotation along the edge of the two surfaces which are perpendicular to each other; the three- 
dimensional image can be rotated about the axis with the degree of rotation being selectable 
according to a user input to permit the user to select a face-on view of one of the display surfaces 
while maintaining a partial view of the other display surface to provide contextual information to 
facilitate a user navigating between EPG information and PVR information. 

Hoarty, the new prior art reference made of record, teaches a three-dimensional object 

that: 

i) has more than 2 surfaces (see FIGs. 35-41) wherein one surface (e.g., frontal) can 
display EPG or Classifieds information and the other two surfaces (e.g., sides) can display more 
of the same information subject (e.g., EPG or Classifieds); 

ii) rotates about an axis that is at the center of the 3D-object (as opposed to about an axis 
of rotation along the edge of two surfaces that are perpendicular to each other); and 

iii) has the second surface of the 3D-object not displaying video files as required by the 
instant claims. 

However, Hoarty does neither teach nor suggest a 3D-object having two surfaces 
perpendicular to each other, the first surface displaying EPG information and the second surface

PVR information for a plurality of video files; wherein the 3d-object rotates along the edge of 
two surfaces, as required by the claims.
